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Dunkeswell war memories are 
now available on touchscreens

A NEW website makes it possible to explore memories of 
the only US naval airbase on British soil during the Second 
World War. 

Visitors to Dunkeswell War Stories will discover a collec¬ 
tion of short films featuring 26 local people and four Amer¬ 
ican veterans, combined with animation, photographs, music 
and 1940s-inspired artwork. There is also a memory bank 
for deeper research and a teachers' area developed with the 
help of staff and pupils at Broadhembury Primary School. 

Dunkeswell War Stories was developed by the Blackdown 
Hills Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) Partner¬ 
ship and produced by Dream Machine Media, thanks to a 
£39,600 grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund plus other 
contributions. 

Blackdown Hills AONB information officer Katherine 
Findlay said: "Unlike a conventional film, this collection of 
moving, funny, sad and fascinating stories can be navigated 
in many different ways. 

"Some films focus on the friendships between American 
servicemen and local people, and how the airbase changed 
village life. 

"Or for more technically-minded visitors there is the op¬ 
portunity to learn about the aircraft and take a virtual walk¬ 
through a Liberator bomber. 

"Other chapters look at the memories of evacuees, how 
farming changed, dances and boxing matches on the airbase, 
anti-submarine missions and many other aspects of life at 
Dunkeswell during this extraordinary period. 

“The response from local people, American veterans, 
schoolchildren and local history groups has been phenome¬ 
nal. 

"There is an enormous amount of interest in the vital role 
Dunkeswell played in the Second World War and we are de¬ 
lighted to provide a resource which will help people all over 
the world to learn more about it.” 

You can find Dunkeswell War Stories at www.dunkeswell- 
warstories.com It will also be permanently available on spe¬ 
cial touchscreens at Allhallows Museum in Honiton, and at 
the Aviator cafe on Dunkeswell airfield. 

Additional funding came from Devon County Council, 
Dunkeswell Parish Council, a locality budget controlled by 
councillor Paul Diviani and the Blackdown Hills AONB 
Partnership itself. 


Last grants 
from Making 
It Local 

A FUNDING initiative in 
the Blackdown Hills has 
made its final round of 
grants. 

The Making It Local 
scheme has been provid¬ 
ing grants to small busi¬ 
nesses and organisations in 
the hills since 2009 and 
will end in December this 
year.

£2.4million to various 
projects during the last 
three years, helping more 
than 70 projects get off the 
ground. 

The scheme’s final round 
of funding attracted 16 ini¬ 
tial project outlines, which 
resulted in nine applica¬ 
tions for funding, of which 
seven were approved.

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Local designer chosen for important 
wartime commemorative plaque 


A KILMINGTON man 
was chosen to design a 
plaque commemorating a 
World War II incident in 
Dover, which could have 
had explosive and cata¬ 
strophic consequences. 

Designer Bob Farley 
has worked for major 
City and public organisa¬ 
tions in a vast range of 
styles - and he was cho¬ 
sen by Kent Fire and 
Rescue Service to pro¬ 
vide the plaque com¬ 
memorating the 1940 
drama. 

On July 27th in 1940 
the Luftwaffe attacked 
Dover harbour with a 
large force of Stuka dive- 
bombers protected by 
Messerschmitt fighters. 

HMS Codrington, the 
destroyer which brought 
General Montgomery 
back from Dunkirk, was 
hit by an aerial torpedo. 
It broke her back and she 
sank next to the supply 
ship, HMS Sandhurst, 
which was also hit. 

Two days later the har¬ 
bour was attacked by 30 
Stukas and 50 fighters.

HMS Sandhurst, which 
was full of torpedoes and 
munitions, was set 
ablaze. Pipes leading 
from huge fuel tanks in 
the cliffs were ruptured, 
setting alight oil on the 
water surrounding the 
two ships. 

Dover Fire Brigade, 
then controlled by Dover 
Police, rushed to tackle 
the blaze. The deck 
plates were white hot but 
the torpedo warheads 
needed to be removed, so 
the firemen had to cut 
into the ship using oxy- 
acetylene. 

A second attack began 
and they had to abandon 
the ship but volunteered 
to return. After a 12-hour 
struggle, the blaze was fi¬ 
nally beaten. 

HMS Sandhurst was 
badly damaged and re¬ 
quired hull plates to be 
patched, but was later 
able to be towed to the 
Thames for repairs. 


Three Dover firemen 
were awarded some of 
the very first George 
Medals, and six received 
King’s Commendations 
for Brave Conduct. 

Bob’s evocative design 
shows the profile of the 
ship lit up under attack, 
its Royal Navy crest and 
the badges of Kent fire 
and rescue and police 
services. 

The plaque has been 
set into the wall of 
Dover Fire Station and a 
second plaque installed 
in the passenger terminal 
near where the incident 
took place. 

Mr Farley recently pro¬ 
duced a large collection 
of diagrams and illustra¬ 
tions for British Oaks, a 
detailed guide written by 
Michael Tyler. He’s a 
keen walker and his 
wife, Jan, is also a de¬ 
signer and artist. Both of 
them attended the plaque 
unveiling in Dover.

Volunteering is rewarding 


A NATIONAL Trust property on the 
edge of the Blackdown Hills is appeal¬ 
ing for more volunteers to help with the 
upkeep of the Victorian country house. 

Knightshayes Court, near Tiverton, 
was built by Sir John Heathcoat Amory, 
grandson of John Heathcoat, creator of 
the mechanised bobbin lace making ma¬ 
chine. Building began in 1869 but work 
didn’t finish until 1873. 

Now run by the National Trust, a lot of 
effort goes into keeping the house and 
grounds looking it’s best, most of which 
is carried out by volunteers. 

Alice Morgan-Brown, Visitor Services 
Manager for the National Trust at 
Knightshayes, talks about the perks of 
volunteering. 

She said: “Chances are, when you visit 
a National Trust property, the people 
you’ll remember are volunteers .That 
might seem very surprising to you, but 
not for us. We know that without our 
volunteers, the National Trust would 
cease to exist, and we currently have 
more than 67,000 volunteers spending 
their time on thousands of different proj¬ 
ects across the country. 

“At Knightshayes, we have volunteers 
working across the board, in all depart¬ 
ments, inside and out. We have volun¬ 
teer buggy drivers, carpenters, admin 
assistants, gardeners, room guides, con¬ 
servation assistants, clock winders and 
marketing assistants, so there’s pretty 
much something to suit every skill.” 

Mrs Morgan-Brown said the area that 
requires the most volunteers is generally 
the house - as they need at least eight 
volunteer room guides a day on varying 
shifts to be able to open to the public. 

“Room guides are normally those that 
leave the most lasting impression on our 
visitors,” she said. “Acting as a point of 
information in each room, we rely on 
them to help bring the history of this 
beautiful house to life. It’s a hugely di¬ 
verse and exciting role for them, as you 
never know what you’re going to get

from one day to the next - from groups 
of foreign language students to members 
of the donor family.” 

Knightshayes attracts volunteers from 
all over Devon, with many travelling 
from villages and towns in the Black- 
down Hills, including Uffculme, 
Wellington and Culmstock. 

Mrs Morgan-Brown said volunteering 
is more than just helping keep Knight¬ 
shayes looking its best, it provides peo¬ 
ple with the opportunity to make new 
friends. 

She said: “Volunteering gives people 
the chance to socialise too. People come 
to us to volunteer for a huge variety of 
reasons, from rehabilitation, to gaining 
valuable work experience and confi¬ 
dence in a busy heritage environment- 
and we offer them a safe and friendly en¬ 
vironment to do that.” 

She added: “Changes in the times have 
seen fewer and fewer people coming 
forward to volunteer. We know this is for 
a number of reasons, including the fact 
that many people are retiring later in life, 
impacting on the traditional National 
Tmst volunteer base. 

“ That said, there is a place for every¬ 
one at Knightshayes, whatever their age 
or background, and we’re changing our 
volunteer experience to make it more 
flexible, so we can adapt to meet the 
needs of the people who come forward 
to help us. 

“It is of no doubt to me that volunteers 
are vital to the work we do, and I would¬ 
n’t trade ours in for anything. Their ex¬ 
perience, knowledge, willingness to help 
and good humour is what gets us 
through most days here, and there’s al¬ 
ways room for more - do you think you 
could help?”

Woodland birds 

was reading an article the other 
day about how there was de¬ 
cline of our woodland birds in 
unmanaged woodland, this has 
happened since the last war. 

The recent high profile given to 
farmland habitats and species on 
and in farmland has over shadowed 
the potential from managed wood¬ 
lands. 

Recently there has been more in¬ 
terest in woodland wildlife, an im¬ 
portant incentive for the periodic 
thinning, coppicing and other man¬ 
agement, that will encourage struc¬ 
tural diversity and improved 
habitat for all woodland wildlife. 
There is also the growing need for 
wood fuel in all its forms, I have 
noticed a big difference in song 
bird numbers in managed and un¬ 
managed woods. For instance, 
Blackcap, Marsh Tit, and Willow 
Warblers all are much more evident 
in a well managed wood, this is 
due, I am convinced, by the rota¬ 
tion of age and structure that bene¬ 
fits a wide range of species. 

When I was a kid, my mates and 
I would spend hours in the woods 
on the farm, making dens, cooking 
baked beans in a can, climbing, 
playing cowboys and indians and 
watching and learning about the 
wildlife. Today we have become 
afraid of allowing our kids into the 
woods. I know its part of our soci¬ 
ety now but is a shame. Three of us 
were in another wood outside the 
farm one day, I suppose we were 
around lOish, when a man came up 
to us and started talking to us about 
his own childhood, he looked un¬ 


well and frail probable in his 40’s . 
He had been in the war at the D 
Day landing and was injured, al¬ 
though we were told not to speak to 
strangers and we were a little 
frightened, but we were fascinated 
with his stories. He left after a half 
hour or so and thanked us for lis¬ 
tening to him, we heard three days 
later he had died from the wounds 
he sustained in the war, he had left 
us his collection of wild bird books, 
some of which I still use now! 

1,800 lichen species 

ow I am no expert when 
it comes to Lichens and 
can only just tell the dif¬ 
ference between bubble gum and 
common orange lichens. 

But what I do know is that they 
are an indicator of a healthy wood¬ 
land, with different species able to 
tolerate different levels of pollu¬ 


tants such as ammonia, oxides and 
sulphur dioxide. 

What I did not know is that there 
are more than 1,800 species in the 
UK, that’s more than the number of 
flowering plants. 

I also did not know that Harris 
Tweed still is coloured with native 
lichen dyes which gives it that dis¬ 
tinctive odour and colour, the 
names are easy to remember as 
they are descriptions of that type of 
lichen, like “squiggly” and “green 
satin”. 

This year’s Woodland fair will 
probably be over (or not) by the 
time you are reading this, and I do 
hope we have good weather for it, 
as so many people have already 
given up their precious time to help 
it run smoothly.

Eco Green Energy 

Chop don’t chip!!! 


WITH the ever increasing cost of energy we look for al¬ 
ternative ways to heat our homes and thus move away 
from the big energy companies, reduce the cost of our en¬ 
ergy bill, and basically be- come more self sufficient. Liv¬ 
ing in the Blackdown Hills we are in the ideal location 
to do exactly this. 

With all of the fantastic woodland and hedgerows which 
surround us there is an abundance of material that can be 
used. The trouble is, knowing how to go about using this 
wood to heat our homes in a sustainable way without 
stripping the natural beauty that surrounds us. Through¬ 
out the Blackdowns, woodlands and hedgerows are main¬ 
tained and managed by the various landowners. When 
trees are felled and the hedgerows laid or cut back, the 
large wood that comes out of the process is cut up into 
logs for burning in the home. However, the smaller wood, 
less than 3 inches diameter, tends to get piled up and ei¬ 
ther burned in the field or chipped and used as mulch. 


Much of the wood that comes out of the hedgerows is 
hardwood such as Ash, Oak, Hazel, Blackthorn and 
Beech. Eco Green Energy is a small family run business, 
based right in the centre of the Blackdown Hills, who 
specialise in the supply and installation of log burning 
boilers. As a spin off of these boilers Eco Green Energy 
has a piece of equipment called a “Wood Crusher”, we 
call it a Wood Chopper, which we hire out. This wood 
crusher actually chops any wood, which has a diameter 
of up to 80mm (3 inches), into small chunks with a length 
of 50mm - 100mm. As the machine chops the wood the 
chopped wood falls into net bags which are hung on the 
back of the ma- chine. Once the bag is full it is manually 
removed, then stacked and stored in a dry place. After a 
short period of drying out, it is then ready for burning in 
any fire including open fires, wood burning stoves, range 
cookers, log burning boilers and even BBQs and patio 
heaters.
